In the Onondago Senatertorial and 
Assembly districts the Democratic 
candidates get cértificates. In the 
Steuben Senatorial district the court 
holds that Sherwood is ineligible; but 
Wa. A, Sutherland, the Republicans 
gttorney, however, says the court’s 
opinion says that the Board of Can- 
, Yassers Cannot give a certificate to 
Walker, the Democratic candidate. 
In Renssalaer, Washington Sesator- 
ial district, Derby, the Republican 
candidate, will get a certificate. In 
Dutchess county district, Judge Cady, 
counsel for Deane, says the court’s 
decision says while ‘‘ Mylod’’ certifi- 
cates could be canvassed so far as re- 
garde ite forsfi, yéd\ the allegations as 
to its trathfulness And regularity on 
behalf of the Repnblicans has not 
been met by the Democrats, and 
therefore the State Board of Canvass- 
ers should await another return from 
Dutchess county. 

The contested cases’ decisions caused 
great consternation among the Repub- 
licans, bat they have not yet given up 
the fight, and the leaders are now in 
consultation asto what is best to be 
done. ; 

The Democrats are jubilant, and a 
prominent one says: ‘' Hereafter the 
Republican party of this State will be 
a dream of the past, so far as pglitical 
standing g< +s,”’ 

The Democrats have now complete 
control of the State government, and 
an enumeration bill will be rushed 
through at once, followed by a reap- 
portioument and redistricting bill.

A Tennessee Tragedy.

Nasnvit.ez (Tenna.), Dec. 29.—Mar- 
ion and Dave Beatty and Gwin Bow- 
| den of Feltress county, on thé Uppor 
Tennessee, lie dead in their houses, 

and Edward Harris, their murderer, 
is a fugitive from justice, with a re 
ward offered for his apprehension. 

Three months ago Mary Beatty, sis- 
ter of the two dead men and a belle of 
upper Tennessee county, retired from 
society, and it became noised about 
that the yvoung woman had become a 
mother. The storv was substantiated 
some time ago by the sudden arrest of 
Chailborne Beatty, a banker and rich 
man, at the instigation of the girl, his 
daughter, who charged him with ve. 
ing the father of her child. This 
stirred up a hornet’s nest, and so 
fearfal were the jailor and sheriff of a 
mob that they removed him from jail 
and into another county for safe keep- 
ing. Neighbors and friends began to 
take sides, some with the wronged 
girl, others with the father. Finally 
Beatty gave a heavy bo nd and left the 
country. 

Mary Beatty went to live with some 
distant relatives, Hiram Harris’ fam- 
ily, who lived at Allard, not far from 
Jamestown. The Harris family, ac- 
companied by Mary Beatty, came to 
town Monday to do some trading and 
to appear before the Grand Jury to 
testify against her father, The 
Beattys were there with their friends 
and relatives. The Court adjourned 
at 4 o’clock, and after making some 
purchases, Harris and family and 
Mary Beatty started home. 

When the Harris family left the 
courthouse yard, Gwin Bowden and 
the Beatty bothers mounted their 
horses and followed them. One mile 
from Jamestown Marion Beatty rode 
up the side of the wagon, and 
made the demand that the girl go 
home with him, emphasizing the com- 
mand with a cut on the face with bis 
whip. The girl replied she would 
rather die than live with him again. 
Beatty again attacked his sister, when 
Harris pulled a revolver and shot all 
three men and then escaped. 

The Beattys always enjoyed the re- 
spect of the people of the country, 
and six years ago Chaiborne Beatty 
was State Representative. He is ex- 
tensively engaged in the genera} mer- 
chandise and lumber bi siness. ‘Many 
people believe the girl’s story con- 
cerning her falher. She is an edu- 
cated and strikingly handsome woman 
about twenty years old, and enjoyed 
the esteem of, every one in the vicin- 
ity. A report that Miss Beatty and 
young Harris were married some tithe 
ago in Scott county is current, but 
cannot be confirmed.

“A MILE A MINUTE. 


Speed That May He Made on a New 
Fangled Bicycle. 


A Connecticut man now comes out 


with a new bicycle which he is con- 
fident will prove practical and a great 
success. In general appearance, says 
the Philadelphia Press, the machine 
is similar to those of the same class al- 
ready familiar in theory. The idea is 
simplicity itself, being a regular safety 
machine, half inside a big wheel. The 
lar -er outer wheel is nine feet in diam- 
eter, and the inner circumference con- 
nected by spokes together is eight 
feet in diameter. The driving wheel is 
three feet in diameter and rides the big 
one a little beyond the center or point 
of contact with the earth, so that it?s 
constantly climbing on the big wheel. 
The plan is that of a man walking inside 
of a big hoop, his weight, when thrown 
forward, revolving the whole. This 
friction revolves the big wheel at every 
evolution of the small one, and gives 
“the increased speed and power. 

One wheel surface is concave and the 
other convex, with one surface of rub- 
ber. The operawr rides a saddle i1n- 
side the big wheel, over and somewhat 
near the driving wheel. The great 


speed can be easily figured. The big | 


wheel bas twenty-seven feet circum- 
ference, and the driving wheel nine 


y feet, so that by every turn of the small 


front wheel the machine is propelled 
twenty-seven feet. By applying ‘the 
gear action, as in the common safety, 
the speed is greatly multiplied. 

A mile could easily be made in two 
minutes on a good road, and the speed 
ofa mile a minute if the operator wished 
to ride so fast.

CURIOS AND CERAMICS. 


at Auction.

ings as atthe present time. The ¢ol- 
lection referred to, says the Chicago 
Herald; was‘the property of the late 
Mrs. C. Lv A. Tank, a wealthy Holland 
lady who recently died at Fort Howard 
at the advanced age of eighty-seven 
years. Her husband and only child 
having died many years ago, the bulk 
of ber fortune was bequeathed to mis- 
sionary work, in which she had always 
manifested great interest. In accordance 
with the provisions of thé will her im- 
mense collection of curios, comprising 
pottery, crystal, cut glass, brasses, cop- 
perware antique furniture, is being 
disposed of at_auction at Green Bay. 
The china includes a few pieces of the 
celebrated Delft ware and other ancient 
and highly-prized potteries. There are 
also a few examples of crown Derby 
and Wedgewaod, besides quantities of 
Holland, Japanese and Indian wares. 
Curio hunters from all over the country 
were in attendance upon this sale. 
Although many articles sold very 
Teasonably, others, which to _,the 
uneducated eye,. .at least, . ap 
‘pear to be quité common bits 
of clay, brought fabulous prices. 
Among the gems of the collection were 
a pair of crystal} bottles trimmed with 
gold filigree,,. with enameled stoppers. 
The enamel representations were dif- 
ferent, one showing St. Mark’s cathe- 
dral at Venice, the Other the Pantheon 
at Rome. Among the numerous pieces 
in blue and white ware were some fra- 
gile cups and saucers which were very 
old and rare. An enthusiastic art col- 
lector of Chicago, who.came especially 
to attend the sale, placed the value of 
these tiny cups at tendollars and twelve 
dollars each. The collection of kettles 
alone is large enough to fill an average- 
sized junk shop. There are kettles of 
brass, copper and pewter, kettles with 
‘legs and kettles with flat bottoms. 
Many of these, together with other 
quaintly shaped pieces in brass, eopper 
and pewter, have been captured by a 
young artist. Thus far the pieces of 
cut glass, Bohemian, glass and crystal 
have sold very much undervalue. A 
charming covered dish with ladle and 
deep saucer, all im fine and deep cut- 
ting, brought only ten dollars and could 
not be duplicated for twice that amount. 
Several tea sets have found ready pur- 
chasers, but in spite of the hundreds of 
dollars’ worth of china sold there seems 
to be very little diminution of the stock. 
None of tHe furniture has yet been 
offered. A large and handsome inlaid 
wardrobe is very antique in appear- 
ance and has many admirers. Mrs. 
Tank is known to have refused an offer 
of five hundred dollars for this piece of 
marquetry a few years ago. Although 
the wardrobe is, perhaps, the most-con- 
spicuous article of furniture, there are 
many others which are aimost equally 
desirable, ‘including wal] “ cabincts. 
shelves, stands, etc. The greater part 
of the silver will be melted and dis- 
posed of in that form, much to the re 
gret of many who had been hoping tk 
get possession of some of these antique 
pieces. This is in accordance with Mrs. 
Tank’s expressed wish. The collection 
originally contained a number of fine 
pictures. Some of these have been 
given to the State Historical society, 
others have been sent to Chicago and 
some few will be sold at this auction.
